IMur- 
ray testified that he saw Foster reach 
into his pocket and thought he was aft- 
er a gun, so he fled up the stairs.

way up he was overtaken by Foster, 
who thrust a knife into the smaller ne- 
gro's side, inflicting a painful, but not 
dangerous wound. 
Foster then 
fled,and 
was captured a few minutes later by 
Patrolman Martin G, Madden, just 
as 
the negro was coming from an alle.Y 
near Brackenridge and Webster streets.

Hosey recalls that a year or two ago 
similar worms came from a household 
Avater service at a residence on

Reserve Ambulance Corps 
in London Gkts Chance to 
Show Mettle. 


London, Oct. 20.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press).—The 
Women's 
reserve ambulance got a chance to show 
what it can do on the night of the big 
Zeppelin raid on London, October 13. 
How the women acquitted themselves 
is told by one of their number, X^ap- 
tain Kilroy Kenyon, in '^otes for Wo- 
men." 


"^Ve were all laughing and talking 
together," she says, "when suddenly we 
heard guns and bombs in the distance. 
It was a tremendous test of the efTica- 
cy of the drilling and discipline of the 
last few months, for none of the girls 
had really been tested in an emergency 
before. 
They all behaved magnificently 
from beginning to end. 
In a second 
they were all in their places at atten- 
tion, waiting for orders. 
The orders 
were given and in kss than a minute 
we were in the ambulance and off. 


"The 
driver, 
Capt. 
Linton-Orman, 
was a marvel. 
She drbve us to the 
first fire in twelve minutes 
and 
in 
pitch darkness, for every light 
was 
turned 
out. 
When ^we arrived 
the 
police asked lis how on earth we had 
managed to get there in that time." 


At the first place they reached no 
one had been killed or injured and they 
started immediately for the next near- 
est place where bombs had fallen. Herq 
it was found that several persons had 
been killed or injured. 
The 
women 
took command o f the situation and, af- 
ter doing what could be done on the 
spot for the injured, drove them to the 
nearest hosiptal. It was not until they 
were just about to start, says Captain 
Kenyon, that another ambulance 
ap- 


peared on the 
scene only to be told by 
the police: "The ladies have finished this 
job and there is nothing left for you 
to do." 


At the third place to which the am- 
bulance was driven that 
same 
night 
there -was also work for the women to 
do. 
Although no one had been killed 
or seriously injtired by bombs, several 
firemen, who had been engaged 
fighting 
the fires caused by the bombs, had been 
overcome by smoke. 
They were given 
fir.st aid treatment by the women and 
then driven in an ambulance 
to 
the 
hospit&l. 


The women's reserve ambulance is 
an offshoot of the Women's Volunteer 
Reserve corps, which was started by 
tlip Hon. Mrs. Haverfield, a vice presi- 
dent of the united suffragists, soon af- 
ter the war broke out. 
It began with 
six members. 
It now has two himdrcd. 
It is run on military lines and with 
military titles, too, with day and night 
shifts ready to turn out whenever an 
alarm sounds.

director. 
In politics he was such a fac- 
tor that he was talked of at the national 
democratic convention in Denver in 1908 
as a possible nominee for vice president 
on the ticket with Bryan, whom, how- 
ever, Mr., Ridder opposed a t that timr,. 
He also was discussed later as a likely 
selection for ambassador to Germany. 


Followring the nomination of Bryan at 
the 1908 convention, after former Gov- 
ernor Charles N. Haskell, of Oklahoma, 
had resigned as treasurer of the national 
democratic 
committee, because of his 
affiliation with Standard Oil interests, 
Mr. Ridder was chosen as treasurer and 
in his own name and those of his broth- 
ers, he contributed $37,000, the largest- 
single 'contribution to the Bryan cam- 
paign. 
' 


Mr. Bidder was owner and editor of 
the New York Staats Zeitung, one of 
the foremost German newspapers in the 
United States, and through this he was 
particularly conspicuous recently in his 
ardent defense of the German positfon 
in the Eurppean war. 


Although Mr. Ridder championed Ger- 
many's cause in the present w^ar, he wats 
always a loyal American. 
His motto 
was, "our country, right or wrong. If 
right, to be kept right; if'wrong, to be 
set right."

These^signs have been posted in 
many parts 
of England 
and hun- 
dreds of girls have responded and 
offered themselves 
as sacrifices to 
their country. 


Each girl who responded to the 
call went with the realization that 
all her future pleasures must be sac- 
rificed to the care of an invalid, that 
Instead of the happiness usually al- 
lotted a wife, 
her position 
rather 
was to be that of a nurse with the 
continued care of an armless or leg- 
less 
man until 
death brought 
di- 
vorce. 


Every 
wounded 
soldier 
Is, 
of 
course, 
pensioned 
by 
his govern- 
ment. 
But some 
heroic 
maidens 
thought 
of 
a greater 
pension for 
England's heroes—that of not only 
fiving them a stipend for the rest 
of their 
days, 
but also an angel 
guardian to watch over and aid them 
until the end. 


No more 
unattractive 
offer was 
ever made a girl and yet none was 
BO eagerly 
taken 
up as was this 
strange request for healthy girls to 
marry crippled soldiers. At the first 
call for volunteer brides hundreds 
offered themselves up. 


MABRTIXG THE 
WOUNDED. 


As train loads of wounded soldiers 
arrived in London the 
girls rushed 
eagerly forth and not waiting for the 
advances of the troopers themselves, 
hastily selected the mafl for whom 
they felt the 
most 
sympathy and 
Eagerly began nursing him and mak- 
ing the 
overtures 
that eventually 
would lead to their marriage. 


Many such marriages 
have been 
performed 
so 
far and 
the brides 
have gone away with their injured 
husbands as eagerly as if they were 
being 
led away 
by athletic young 
men. 


This heroism on the part of Eng- 
lish girls is equalled by the work of 
Mrs. Winnifred 
Holt 
among 
the 
blinded French soldiers. 
She form- 
erly was in charge of Lighthouse for 
the Blind in New York City, but at 
the outbreak 
of the 
war went to 
Paris to aid the blinded soldiers. She 
recently wrote to a friend in Lon- 
don: 


"We have found all the blind men 
In the hospitals of Paris and some in 
their homes. 
I estimate there must 
be from 3,000 to 4,000 blind soldiers 
In the immediate neighborhood, al- , 
though the government knows of but 
200. 


"The courage of these men under 
their affliction is remarkable. 
Not 
a one complains of his fate and none 
mention anxiety about the future, al- 
though all know that they more than 
likely will be shut out from the light 
for the rest of their lives. 


"I find the majority lost their eye- 
sight through the explosion of shrap- 
nel. 
The splinters have pierced the 
crystalline lens and 
destroyed 
the 
sight. 


AMO^G BLIiTD 
SOLDIERS. 


It seems that in a number of cases 
we will be able to effect cures. 
We 
are using high poorer 
magnets to 
withdraw the steel splintes and be- 
lieve that where the delicate lens or 
the nerve has 
not 
been hurt we 
shall be able to restore the eyesight 
of these men. 


"I have read' with 
interest 
the 
newspaper accounts of the girls In 
and about 
London 
gladly 
giving 
themselves up to become the wives 
of crippled soldiers. 
I consider it - 
one of the most self-sacrificing and 
noble deeds since the war began and 
I am sur« I wish success to these 
brides. 


"Certainly, 
happiness 
should 
crown such absolute kindness and I 
know that these girls will be bril- 
liantly rewarded at some time. I am 
anxious 
to 
start 
such a move in 
Pferis so that the blind may be cared • 
for and am confident it will succeed. 


"I know that in the present strug- 
gle the sam.e noble 
sentiments in- 
spire the girls of France as those 
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that actuate the maids of England. 
It seems that a blind soldier is even 
more difficult to take care of than 
one suffering the loss of a limb, for 
he never agáin will be able to earn his 
own living and will be a perpetual 
care for the girl who marries him. 
In this regard I will suggest at a 
future date that the French govern- 
ment grant a liberal pengion to men 
who have lost their sight in battle. 
Certainly the government should not 
place the whole burden of caring for 
these men on the young shoulders of 
these noble 
girls. 
It seems that 
were the government to grant them 
farm rights and stock the farms that 
such couples would get along nicely 
and would have sufficient with the 
pension awarded to employ someone 
to do the work.

He was a handsome, stal- 
wart lad, in fact an Oxford^student 
before the ,war broke 
out, but 
an 
^ empty right arm sleeve silently told 


the story. 
The girl 
walked at bis 
left and grasped his one arm as If 
she were then and there surrender- 
ing herself to entire devotion to him 
for the remainder of her life. 


One of the last to leave the train, 
was an 
elderly, 
gray-haired man.

When officials of the British army sent 
word to the United States that Johnnie 
Poe, football star and soldier of fortune, 
was killed while fighting with the allies 
on the northern botindair of France, they 
wrote the lost chapter in the history of 
the most remarkable life ever led by an 
athlete. 


Johnnie Poe was the first of a family 
of great football players to enter Prince- 
ton. 
He was captain of the Tiger team 
in 1892 and by a great run defeated Yale. 
Leaving college he entered a broker's 
otElce in New York, but the excitement 
of WaSl street did not satisfy him. 


When the Spanish war broke out he 
enlisted with the college troops and was 
a hero in the rush up San Juan hill. Then 
he enlisted for three years in the United 
States regular 
army and went to the 
Philippines as a lieutena'nt. 


Returning, he tried mining in Alaska, 
then in Arizona. He became a cowboy in 
Arizona and was prominent among the 
bandit chasers. He went 
to Central 
America and joined in the big revolution 
there. 
Later he joined the 
rebels in 
the Nicaragua-Honduras revolution, was 
taken as a spy and freed on promise 
that he would leave the country. 


Poe went to Mexico, where he took up 
mining. 
His mine was raided, he pro- 


tested and Mexican oftlcials latighed at 
him. So he joined the 
rebels in the 
Madero revolution, and secured the prom 
ise of the rebel leaders to protect his 
m'ining interests. 


He was back ,in New York when the 
European war broke out. 
He hastened 
to Ireland, the home of his ancestors, the 
De la Poer family, and was placed in the 
Royal British artillery. 
When the Black 
Watch, a s the Forty-second Highlanders 
are known, needed experienced men to 
handle quick firing field pieces, he was 
transferred and it was while with the 
Black Watch that he was killed, Sept. 22 
when the allies were making their big 
drive.

WINS APPEAL, BUT LOSES. 


Attica Man Not to Get Damages, Since 


Street Is Not Opened. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 2.—The appellate 


court has affirmed the Fountain cir- 
cuit court in dismissing the condcfina- 
tion proceedings of the city of Attica 
for the land of Jacob F. Isley to be- 
used in opening a street after a jury 
had awarded $1,000 damages to Isley 
for the use of his property. 


In the proceedings before the coun- 


cil the council found that Islcy's ben- 
efits were equal to bis damages, and 
he took an appeal to tho circuit court, 
where the jury returned a verdict .for 
$1 000 damages. , The 
city was not 


willing to pay this 
amoust for the 


opening of the -street, and moved to dis- 
miss the appeal. 
The appellate court 


says that, though the legislature in the 
1915 revision of tho laws governing 
cities omitted the provision allowing 
a discontinuance if the damages were 
greatlv increased on appeal, still 
th'-' 


spirit "of the law is not to compel the 
city to pny damages beyond the beiio 
lit derived' fro"1 the proceeding. The 
court says the, trial court required the 
citv to 'pay all costs of tho proceed-' 
ing, so that the property, owner could 
not be damaged by the fact that the 
proceeding 'was dismissed.

As train load* of wounded soldier* 


arrived in London the girls rushed 
eagerly ttrth and not waiting for the 
advances of the troopers themselves, 
hastily selected the man for whom 
tttey felt the most sympathy and 
aagerly began nursing him and mak- 
roc the overtures that eventually 
would lead to their marriage. 


Many such marriages have been 


performed to far and the brides 
have' gone aWay with tbeir Injured 
husbands as eagerly as if they were 
Mtog led away by athletic young 
men. 
This heroism on the part of Eng- 


lish, girls is equalled by the work of 
Mrs. Wlnnlfred 
Holt among the 


blinded French soldiers. She form-

It Seems that a blind soldier is even 
more difficult to take care of than 
one suffering the loss or a limb, for 
he never again will be able to earn his 
own living atid will be a perpetual 
care for the girl who marries him. 
In this regard I -will suggest at a 
future date that the French govern- 
ment grant a liberal pension to men 
who hate lost their sight in battle. 
Certainly the government should not 
place the whole burden of caring for 
these men on the young shoulders of 
these noble girls.

"While I greatly appreciate the of- 


fers of the girls of London to marry 
the crippled soldiers, I do not think 
I would have the heart to ask glrla 
hero in Paris to sacrifice their lives 
to our blind soldiers if I were not 
positive that the government would 
guarantee such aid that would place 
the girl beyond the necessity of 


working for a living for both, and 
then having a blind man to care for. 
Such would be too great a ha'rdsliip 
and would not he worthy of a KOV- 
ernment such as ours or that of 
England.

While as -yet no offers to marry 
blind soldiers have been received in 
Paris the number of girls willing 
to marry crippled soldiers is rap- 
idly increasing. 


Several days ago a troop train ar- 


rived with about 200 injured 
and 


crippled men aboard. 
There were 


more than 200 girls to meet it Pret- 
ty and refined girls they were and 
that made their sacrifice all the 
greater. 
As the attendants 
helped the 


wounded men from the trains and 
aided them to tne waiting ambu- 
lances the girls practically threw 
themselves upon the heroes. 


The first girl grabbed a man with • 


one leg off and bore him away as 
proudly as if she had wrested a 
knight from the group. The next 
girl walked beside a boy not more 
than 22. He was a handsome, stal- 
wart lad, in fact an Oxford student 
before the war broke out, but an 
empty right arm sleeve silently told 


the story. The girl walked at his 
lett and grasped his one arm as if 
she were then and there1 surrender- 
ing herself to entire devotion to him 
for the remainder of her life. 


One of the- last to leave the train 


was ah elderly, gray-haired n;an.. 
None of the girls seemed to want 
him, although his was a pitiful case, 
one arm and a leg having been torn 
away by a shell. 


Yet, as he stood there awaiting to 


be placed in an ambulance on his 


' way to tbe hospital 
there rushed 


from that crowd a comely widow of 
about 45 who immediately offered 
her service* to tHc crippled man.

word to the United States that Johnnie 
Foe, football itar ind soldier of fortune, 
wa* killed while fighting, with the allies 
on the northern boundary of France, they 
wrote the last chapter In the history of 
the most remarkable life ever led by an 
athlete. 


Johnnie Poe wae the first of a family 


of great football player* to enter Prince* 
ton. He wae. captain of the Tiger team 
In 1S9Z and by a great run, defeated Tale. 
Leaving college he entered a broker'* 
office In New York, but tbo excitement 
of Wall street did not satisfy him. 


When the Spanish war broke out he 


enlisted with the college troops and was 
a hero In the rush up San Juan hill. Then 
he enlisted for three years In the United 
States regular army n-nd wont to the 
Philippine* an a lieutenant. 


Returning, he tried mining in Alaska, 


then In Arixona. He became a cowboy In 
Arizona and was prominent among the 
bandit chasers. He 
went 
to Central 


America and joined in the blR revolution 
there. Later he joined the 
rebels In 


the Nicaragua-Honduras revolution, was 
taken as a spy and freed on .promise 
that he would leave Ui« country- 


Poo went to Mexico, where he tooX up 


mining. His mine was raided, he pro- 


tested and Mexican officiate laughed at 
him. So he joined the 
rebels In tie 


Madcro revolution, and secured the prom. 
ise of the rebel leaders to protect his 
mining interests. 


He was back: in New York when the 


European war broke out. He hastened 
to Ireland, the home of his ancestors, the 
De la Pocr family, and was placed In the 
Royal British artillery. When the Black 
Watch, as the Forty-second Highlanders 
are known, needed experienced men to 
handle quick firing field pieces, he was 
transferred and It was whllo with tho 
Black Watch that he w»s killed, Sept. 22, 
when th* allies were making their big 
drive.
